6lh—Ami be it further enacted, that 
ifany pe’rson shall, within ;he territory or jur¬ 
isdiction of the United States, begin, nr set on 
foot, or provide or prepare the means for any 
military expedition or enterprizc, to tie car¬ 
ried on from thence against the territories or 
dominion* of any foreign Prince or State, or 
of any colonv, district or people, with which 
the United States are at peace, every person 
so offending shall be deemed guilty of a high 
misdemeanor, and shall be fined not exceeding 
three thousand dollars, and imprisoned not 
more than three year#.;’ 

This section applies only to military expe¬ 
ditions and enterprises to be carried on from 
fit® United Slates against any foreign power 
wilb which we are at peace. "No person 
D*ll begii or sal on foot, or provide.or pre¬ 
pare the means for any military, expedition nr 
enterprise to be carried from thence that is, 
(Vdmlbff United Slates, or the territory within 
(heir jurisdiction. Donations in money, or 
Shy thing else, to the inhabitants of Texas, to 
enable them to encage in a civil war with 
the; sovereignty 61 Mexico, is in no sense lie 
gining orsetlingon foot,or providing the means 
for a military expedition from Hie United 
States or their territory. The answer there¬ 
fore, to the question put by tlie Grand Jury 
is, (lint the fact* stated do not amount to 
any offence under tbe Cth section of the 'Act 
referred lo.

We learn from the last report of tho Board of 
Directors of the Boston Seamen’s Friend so¬ 
ciety, that the number ol seamen belonging to 
the United States, estimated with as much 
accuracy as possible, is 103,000; of whom 
there are in foreign trade 60,000, in the coast¬ 
ing trade, in vesssls of nearly or over 100 
tons burden, 26,000, in tlie cod fishery 6,000;
